Society Will List Homes Which 
Can Be Used for Hospitals, Clubs 
to Sew and Nurses. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—The special] re- 
lief society, of which Mrs. William 
Alexander of this city is the presi- 
dent, announced today the beginning of 
a campaign “‘to arouse women of Amer- 
ica to a full realization of immediate 

rreparedness” for: war. 

The society, it is stated, has under- 
taken’ to complete at once a nation-wide 
organization of women. 


Several of the membors of the so- 
ciety have offered the use of their 
summer homes to the Government for 
hospital purposes and the society is to 
ircrease this list of volunteer hospitals 
A list of sewing clubs, which may be 
called upon to prepare garments needed 
in the field, is being prepared. Lists 
of volunteers for war relief work in 
this country and a register of nurses 
wlfo will be available to field and hos- 
pital work is being compiled.

“ALL POLITICS,” SOME SAY 


County Excise Board Cites 
Republican Saloon Keeper for 
Alleged Sunday Sales. 


Clayton was more aroused today by 
the County Excise Board's. threat to 
close Charles A.’ Autenrieth’s bar. than 


it has been by the annexation move- 
ment 


The feeling in the town seemed to be 
that annexation to St. Louis, or to any 
other city, would be a small matter, 
in comparison to the darkening of the 


light in front of Autenrieth’s, which has 
guided the wayfarer for the’ last 37 
years, to the northside of the Court- 
house Square. 

“It’s all politics,”” was the assertion 
vigorously made by some, and denied by 
others, in discussing the citation which 
Autenreith must answer next Mon- 
day. 

Raids on County Resorts. 

Prosecuting Attorney Ralph, a Re- 
publican, has lately been conducting 
raids on county resorts, particularly at 
Creve Coeur Lake and Meramec: High- 
lands. It has happened that several 
of the saloon keepers for whom he has 
made trouble were Democrats. This has 
caused charges of political persecution 
to be made against Ralph by some 
Democratic politicians. 

The County Excise Board is a bi- 
partisan body, with one Democratic 
and one Progressive member. Demé 
crats have suggested that a few cita- 
‘ions of Republican saloun keepers by 
the Excise Board would tend to even 
up matters. 

Excise Commissioner Fine, 
sive, who opposed Ralph’s election, 
heard the complaints against Ralph 
made by Democrats, and he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday that he was 
wondering. whether there had been dis- 
crimination against Democtfats. 

Sometime after making this re- 
mark, he issued the citation against 
Autenrieth, who is a leading Repub- 
4 lican, The citation charged that Au- 
tenrieth sold liquor last Sunday 
morning, after the midnight closing 
hour. 

Just 4 Minutes Past Closing Time. 

Fine was in Autenrieth’s place last 
Saturday night, and left a few min- 
utes after midnight. As he stepped 
outside he remarked that it was 12:10. 
Autenrieth says Fine's watch must 
have been fast, as a man at the tel- 
ephone had just beén told by the 
operator that it was 12:04. Autenrieth 
says not a drink was sold after 11:57, 
and that the last thing he did was 
to give Fine a cigar, which he did 


not permit Fine to pay for. 
A citation for being four minutes 


behind time in putting out the lights 
shows a strictness such as has hard- 
ly prevailed under even the most 
Czarlike of the St. Louis Excise Com- 
missioners. The usual practice has 
been to let customers finish drinks 
which are bought before the minute 
of closing, if they do not take too 
long about it, 

Circuit Clerk Willecken, a ansaie 
lican, said he considered the Excise 
Board’s action against Autenrieth 
“purely political.” This sentiment 
was echoed by others, who said that 
Autenrieth has been known for care- 
ful observance of the laws and regu- 
lations, and that his employes have 
been warned against any attempt at 
lid-lifting.

car speeding west on Chestnut street. 
The runabout was overturned upon the 
sidewalk and “Helmholt smashed the 
window into fragments as he hurtled 
through. He picked himself up unin- 
jured inside the office of the company 
and tried to get the number of the tour- 
ing car, but the driver had continued 
west at full speed. 


CLOUDBURST AT PEORIA, ILL. 


$100,000 Damage Estimated Sustained 
in Town and Vicinity. 

PEORIA, Ill., Aug. 3.—Property dam- 
age estimated at $100,000 was caused in 
Peoria and vicinity last night by a 
terrific cloudburst. The Government 
Weather Bureau reports rainfall of 2.19 
inches.

HS. EFFICIENCY 
EXPERT BEHAVE 


“I Have Labored Diligently to 
Get Him to See Matters as‘! 
See Them,” Kiel Says.: 


EXEMPTIONS REFUSED 


City Executive Asked That Legal 
‘Aid Bureau Attorney Be Ex- 
cused From Examination. 


The relations between Mayor Kid and 
Chairman Thomas H. Kogers of the 
Efficiency Board, against whom a sys- 


tematic fight has been waged by the 
Practical politicians of the Republican 
party in St. Louis since the new char- 
ter became effectives are rapidly near- 
ing an open break, it was disclosed to- 
day at the city hall. 

The climax is approaching as a result 
of Chairman Rogers ignoring the re- 
quests of the Mayor himself to have the 
board exempt from the efficiency provis- 
ions ofthe charter the attorney for the 
free legal aid bureau and the mass of 
unskilled laborers. Rogers has rejected 
with great frequency demands of poli- 
ticians that they and their political 
henchmen be permitted to have jobs 
without going through the regular ex- 
amination. 

Mayor Expresses Dissatisfaction. 

The Mayor told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he was greatly dissat- 
isfied with Chairman Rogers’ conduct 
of the Efficiency Board. Rogers admit- 
ted that the Mayor had  »personally 
requested him to exempt unskilled labor, 


and that very recently the Mayor had 


requested him to exempt the attorney 
for the Legal Aid Bureau. Rogers s--1 
he had considered that his duty would 
not permit him to grant either request. 

The Mayor was asked by the reporters 
if he intended to ask Chairman Rogers 
to resign, as it had been rumored abovt 
the City Hall that he might do. 

‘‘Certainly I shall not ask him to re- 
sign,’’ said the Mayor. ‘‘Such a request 
would place me in an éntirely wrong po- 
sition. I am for efficiency, and any- 
body who thinks I am not is badly mipa- 
taken. If I should request his resigna- 
tion, some politicians would. imagine 
that I was won to opposition to effic: 
iency. 

“Of course, if Rogers aaah do any- 
thing which convinced me that he had 
utterly destroyed his Value to the city, 
I would request his resignation. So far 
he has not done anything which could 


be so construed. 
“Have Tabored With Him.” 
“T have lahored diligently with him to 


get him to see matters as I see them. | 
think he ought to exempt the attorney 
tor the Legal Aid Bureau and unskilled 
laborers, and have told him so. He has 
told me that he ‘believes the framers of 
the charter éntended that nobody should 
be exempt. 

“The result is going to be that he is 
going to have the departments filled 
with a lot of ‘nuts.’ A lot of men who 
can answer a list of silly technical ques- 
tions are going to have the jobs in- 
stead of competent, practical men.’’ 

Rogers was appointed to the Efficien- 
cy Board because of his close friendly 
relations with Kiel when Rogers was po- 
litical reporter for the St. Louis Times 
and Kiel was chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, and a candidate 
for Mayor. 

Chairman Rogers’ Positiun 

“I can see only one duty,” Pnbriness 
Rogers said. ‘“‘I have the charter pro- 
vision before me. I must construe them 
as I read them. They mean to me that 
the city wants the best men it can get 
for its positions, selecfed by examina- 
tion and without regard to political in- 
fluences. 

“In carrying out my duty, I cannot see 
my way clear to exempt anybody.”’ 

“Has the Mayor himself asked that 
any persons be exempted,’’ Chairman 
Rogers was asked. He hesitated, and 
then replied: * 

“Yes, the Mayor asked me to exempt 
unskilled labor and also the attorney 
for the Lega] Aid Bureau. I told him 
I could not do it. 

“I expect to serve out my term as 
Chairman of' the Board. It expires in 
September, 1916. I expect to keep up the 
fight to carry out the provisions of the 
charter in this department. Of course I 
could be removed if charges were filed 
against me and were sustained, but that 
is the only way. 

“It has been suggested to me by one 
of the Mayor’s friends that my coriduct 
of this office has driven from the Mayor 
the support of many influential persons, 
and was rapidly. creating a. condition 
which would make impossible his re- 
nomination. I replied that the welfare 
of the city under the new charter would 
not permit the taking into consideration 
any man’s personal or political gsuccess.”’

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SHOUTS HIMSELF 
TO DEATH IN BANK 


Franklin L. Johnson -of Mercan- 
tile National Found by Night 
Watchman. 

ILL AND DEEPLY IN DEBT 

Memorandum Found Indicating 


That He Owed $5565—Suf- 
ferer From Lung Trouble. 


Burdened with debts of long standing 
and physically weakened by incipient 
tuberculosis, Franklin J.. Jehnson. 43 
years old, of 4234 Cleveland avenue, 
an assistant cashier of the Mercantile 
National Bank, shot and killed himself 
in the bank building, Eighth and Lo- 
cust streets, last night. 


Officials of the bank today said a 
recent examination of Johnson's a 
by a national bank examiner ers 
his accounts were in good shape. 
memorandum found on his desk suowsd 
that Johnson owed about $5565. The of- 
ficials did not care to tell the amount 
of his salary, but associates estimated 
it was $3000, or possibly $3500. 

Festus J. Wade, president of - the 
bank, and of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
told the reporters that the bulk 
of Johnson’s indebtedness was incurred 
before he entered the employ of the 
Trust company about eight years agv. 
After serving two years with the trust 
company he was transferred to the Mer- 
canfile National Bank, the banking de- 
partment of the trust company. 

Was in Poor Health, 

Friends of Johnson had ling known 
that he was in poor physical health. In 
the last year he had improved his condi- 
tion somewhat by playing golf on the 
municipal links in Forest Park and tak- 
ing other outdoor exercise. 

Johnson worked a full day at the bank 
yesterday and returned at 9:30 p. m. for 
night work. 

Thomas Culkin, . the nightwatchman, 
saw Johnson if. his cage when he made 
a round of thé“bank at 10:30. An hour 
later he noticed the light was still 
burning in Johngon's cage and Johnson’ + 
hat was on the desk. 

The watchman went to the rear part 
of the building and found Johnson lying 
in a nartow hallway. There was a bullet 
wound in his right temple and a revolv- 
er lay on thé floor at his side. He was. 
dead. 

Johnson’s wife, Mrs. Carrie Johnson, 
after waiting until 2 a. m. for her hus- 
band to return home, was about to tele- 
phone to the bank asking what had 
detained him, when she recejved a mes- 
Sage that he had ‘met with an acci- 
dent.” Later she was informed that he 
had killed himself. 

In Johnson’s pocket was found a no- 
tice showing that the premjum on a 
$3000 life insurance policy was unpaid 
and overdue. It was at first thou: .it 
he had permitted the policy to lapse, 
thus depriving his wife and his sons, 
Franklin, 15, and Miltori$-13, of its bene- 
uts. But later it was found he had paid 
it Saturday. 

A memorandum filed in the Probate 
Court July 14 showed that Johnson 
owed $2814.41 to the estate of Mrs. 
Elizabeth S. Fuller of-which he was 
executor. He algo held $2504.17 be- 
longing to the estate at that time, 

Mrs. Fuller died Feb. 4, 1913. Her 
will named Johnson as executor with. 
out bond. The first inventory of the 
estate showed Johnson had borrowed 
$2532.46 from Mrs. Fuller five months 
before her death, giving her his note. 
This note with interést constitutes 
his present indebtedness to the es- 
tate. 

Memorandum of Netes and Figures. 

In a notebook found in the breast 
pocket of Johnson's coat was a sheet 
of plain bond paper, folded to fit the 
book, upon which were names and 
figures without any explanatory note. 
The entries were as follows:

STILL THREATENED 


Hardest |

LONDON, Aug. 3—The armies of Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary are 
held by the Russians to the west of 
Warsaw, but they are making progrese 
elsewhere on the eastern front, accord- 
ing to the official statements from Ber- 
lih and Vienna, their most determined 
attack evidently being that directed 
against Wyszkow, a town 8 miles 
northeast of Warsaw. 

Pursuing their policy of cutting the 
communications of Grand Duke Niche 
olas, heavy German forces are attack- 
ing the railroad linking the main Ware 
saw-Petrograd line with Ostrolenka. 

The latest a‘spatch direct from War- 
saw, coming from a cerrospendent of 
the Associated Press and dated July 
31, shows that conditions in the threat- 
ened Polish capital are much better 
than were indicated in the latest di- 
rect dispatches to the London newspa- 
pers, which were sent July 29. The later 
information of the Associated Press 
states ‘that people are returning to 
their homes, and that the life of the 
capital is resuming a normal aspect, al- 
though the official establishments have 
made all preparations for the expected 
evacuation. 

Progress on Both Wings. 

Yesterday's officia] statement from 
Berlin recorded the occupation by Gere 
min troops of Mitau, capital of the 
province of Courland, 25 miles south- 
west of Riga, and further progress bee 
yond Chelm in Southeast Poland.

Going back to the beginning of the 
war, it is essential to recognize tha: 
there was no settled Russian expecta- 
tion of holding any line west of the one 
to which they are now retiring. Stu- 
dents of military affairs will recall the 
protest made in Paris a few years ago 
when the Russians changed their plans 
for mobilization and decided to make 
their concentration back of the Nieman 
and the Bug instead of along the Vis- 
tula; that is, with Brest-Litowski in- 
stead of Warsaw as the center. 

This means the probable evacuation 
of. practically all of Poland. The 
French protest was due to the 
fear that this change might leave 
the Germans free to crush the 
French armies before the Russians could 
make any effective demonstration in 
East Prussia. Some modifications of the 
Russian plan were imposed by the cir- 
curgstances of the opening weeks of the 
war, but it is well to remember that 
Russian plans made years before the 
present conflict did contemplate aban- 
doning what has now been abandoned, 
and that what the Grand Duke has been 
compelled to do now Russian high com- 
mand considered a possible incident of 
the first weeks of war. 

Russian Poland, as the map discloses, 
is practicaly indefensible if attacked 
from both Galician and East Prussia 
provinces at the same time. The reason 
lies in the fact that it constitutes a sal- 
lent. _A successful attack from both 
sides will not merely break in the side 
of the salient, but it will also endanger 
the safety of all the troops west of the 
break; that is, in and about Warsaw, 
because the enemy having penetrated 
the salient, will be in their rear on the 
line of their retreat. But an attack 
from one side is not dangerous, unless 
the other side of the salient is attacked 
&t the same time, because as long as one 
side of the salient holds firmly there is 
reasonable hope of escape for the War- 
Saw troops along the northern lines, if 
the southern lines are broken. 

Austrians Tried to Break Salient. 

In the opening days of the war the 
Austrians attempted to break in the 
Polish salient by sending their masses 
north from walicia upon Lublin with 
Brest-Litowski as the ultimate objective. 
As all the German corps but a few cov- 
ering formations had gone west, it was 
impossible to exert pressure on the East 
Prussian side of the salient at the same 
time. Accordingly the Russians prac- 
tically ignored the Lublin thrust and 
countered by sending their masses into 
Galicia south of the Lublin army, and, 
having compelled the Austrians to flee 
Lemberg, actually threatened the rear of 
the Lublin army, which narrowly 
escaped destruction. 

At the same moment two armies were 
sent by the Russians into East Prus- 
sia, and one of them pushed west almost 
to the Vistula south of Wantzig. Had 
this advance been maintained, it will 
be clear from a glance at the map, the 
Polish salient would. have been abol- 
ished and the Russian front would have 
run straight from the the Baltic to the 
Carpathians. But the defeat of Tan- 
nerrberg ended the attempt to break 
down the East Prussian salient for some 
months. On the other hand, Russian 
successes in Galician straightened out 
one side of the salient. One flank rested 
on the Carpathians. 


In this situation German high com- 
mand made two separate xttempts to 
Grive Russia out of her Polish kingdom. 
The first was comprehended in attempts 
to take Warsaw by a frontal attack ad- 
vancing straight against the Russian po- 
sition, which was the blunted apex of 
the old triangle. This failed: at the 
line of the Bzura-Rawka i - Russians 
repulsed the frontal attack with terrific 
losses. 

Germans Tried Again. 


The Germans tried again in East Prus- 
sia. Early in the year the Russians had 
made one more effort to clear East 
Prussia of the German corps which de. 
fended it, had pushed west to the lake 
district, and there suffered the severe 
defeat of the Mazurian Lakes. Hard on 
this victory the Germans undertook to 
strike south from East Prussia at the 
northern side of the Polish salient. They 
made some progress, but were at last 
heavily repulsed along the whole front 
from Ossowetz to Novo Georgiewisk. 

It is now clear that with this second 
failure German high command at last 
recognized that there could be no de- 
struction of the Polish position until it 
had been reduced to its original state: 
that is, until Russian occupation of 
Galicia had been terminated, and the 
attack upon Warsaw could be made 
from the north and south at the same 
time. As long as the Russian line ran 
straight from Warsaw to the Carpa- 
thians, 
tacks from the north and west weré 
merely frontal efforts ending in battles 
dn parallel fronts, with all the advan- 
tage with the Russians. 

Meantime the German campaign in the 
West had ended in complete strategic 
defeat. France had not been destroyed, 
and there was no real prospect of de- 
stroying her. But the German position 
in the west had become so strong tha‘ 
there was equally little chance that the 
Anglo-French armies could force it. Ac- 
cordingly, early in the year German 
high command turned its attention to 
the east, led partly by the fact that 
Austria was plainly tottering under 
Russian blows. 

Advance in Carpathians Checked. 

The first step was to check Russian 
advance in the Carpathians. Until the 
menace to Hungary was abolished there 
could be no safe offensive. This was

German Campaign Analyzed |

HILE there remains the great problem as to whether the Russians will

Early in April 
the world became aware that the Rus5- 
sian advance toward Hungary had been 
effectively halted in the high Car- 
pathians. The second step was to rij 
Galicia of the Russians. This was ac- 
complished by the direct blow at the 
Russian flank along the Dunajec, where 
the Germans concentrated . tremendous 
park of heavy artillery, an enormous 
store of ammunition and all the new 
formations, which had just been turned 
out of their training camps. With 4 
superiority of numbers and munitions 
and with far better led troops, the Ger- 
mans struck the Russians about May ‘, 
and by the-closing week of June there 
were left only a few Russians defending 
the eastern corner of Galicia. 


Germany was now back at thesbegin- 
ning of things. Poland was again 
salient. It could be dttacked from the 
north by troops coming from East Prus- 
sia, from the touth by troops coming 
from Galicia. It could also be menaced 
frontally near Warsaw by troops that 
had held the Rawka-Bzura line since 
December. All this time there had been 
gathering new German masses under 
Hindenburg in the north, while at the 
Same time the mass of the troops Mack- 
ensen had employed to clear Galicia, re- 
inforced by the main Austrian forces, 
were sent north jugt as the first Aus- 
trian army had gone north toward Lup- 
lin in August. 


The Russians were now in the pre- 
cise position which Russian high com- 
mand had foreseen long before the war. 
They were actually defending a great 
Salient, while upon both sides of the 
salient was closing the jaws of the Teu- 
tonic nut cracker. To hold Warsaw 
meant to run the risk of losing all their 
armies. To retreat, if retreat were still 
possible, meant the surrender of a posi- 
tion which they had expected to sur- 
render nearly a year before, which was 
immensely valuable, both because of its 
strategic position as the center of road3, 
railroads and bridges over the broad 
Vistula, but was not vital, was not the 
capital of the country, had lost its offen- 
sive value, since German and Austrian 
armies now possessed a decisive supe- 
riority in numbers and in munitions an4 
Russia was condemned to the defensive 
for many weeks, perhaps months. 


Due to British Failure. 

Such, briefly, is the history of the 
Warsaw caripuign from Aug. 1, 1914, to 
Aug. 1, 1916. Had Germany succeeded 
in disposing of France «-s proposed in 
the first six weeks of the war, it is 
clear that the concentration of her 
masses in the East wouid have com- 
pelled the abandonment of Warsaw and 
the Polish salient very soon after. But 
she failed. Or. the other hand, had the 
French and English been able to hold 
German masses in the west, to menace 
German possessions of Belgium and 
Northern Fraice so gravely as to mace 
it impossible for Germany to divert her 
ettention to the east, Warsaw would 
have been held and the Russians might 
have penetrated the Hungarian plain: 
they certainly would not have lost Ga- 
licia. 


Not Russian failure, but the failure 
of the British to get their million on 
the field of Flanders, and the coinci- 
dent failure to force the Dardanelles 
and thus open the way to munition 
Russia’s masses last spring—these 
explain the fall of Warsaw and the 
success of German strategy. 


But the extent of this success ig 
wholly contingent on the degree to 
which Russian military power is per- 
manently crippled. Losing Galicia was 
a severe blow to Austria, but was no+ 
fatal, and Galicia was jresently won 
back. If Russiam armiss now escape 
there will provabl¥ be a change of ad- 
vantages. The Teutonic allies will hold 
Poland, instead of Russia holding Gu- 
licia. But both Russia and Austria re- 
alized at the outset of the war that 
these frontigr provinces were pawas 
that might be lost, and made their 
pians with oe. full realization of their 
responsibility’. 


What it is essential to recall ig 


‘that Germany has only now succeed- 


ed in doing what she hoped to do 
10 months ago, and that she has not 
disposed of her enemies in the west, 
which, as German high command saw 
it, was the first essential step if 
there were to be a victory in the 
whole war, 

Anything less than an approximate 
annibilation of Russian military 
power will be an empty success for 
Germany, however splendid, for it 
contributes nothing in the military 
way to ending the war. 

Americans will naturally recall] the 
conditions of the last campaign in 
Northern Virginia. The capture of 
Richmond was a shining triumph, 
but the escape of Lee would have 
made it an empty triumph. The end 
of the war was the consequence otf 
Appomatox, not of Richmond, and 
Lee's army, not the Confederate cap- 
ital, was Grant’s objective. Warsaw 
has no such importance as Richmond 
had, but otherwise the conditions, so 
fas as Russia alone is concerned, are 
fairly analogous. The annihiliation 
of the larger part of the Grand 
Duke's army may not mean Russian 
submission, but it would mean a long, 
long delay before the Russian offen- 
sive could begin again.

The first British note is a long com- 
munication: defending the allies’ efforts 
t» suppress trade between their enemies 
and neutral countries, even by the stop- 
page of abnormal! commerce through th<«- 
neutral countries of Europe adjacent tv 
the Teutonic allies. Precedents of thu 
international law established by the 
United States Government itself during 
the Civil War, and especially in the 
practical blockade of the Bahamas in 
order to cut off supplies from the Con- 
federate States, are revived to support 
this assertion of right. There are cita- 
tions of decisions by the Supreme Court 
of the United States bearing on ,the 
same point, such as the celebrated 
Springbok case. Other decisions, such 
as that in the Matamoras case, which 
appeared to conflict with this doctrine. 
are held to be inapplicable by reason of 
a radical difference of governing con- 
ditions. 

The note has been long in preparation, 
and was intended to meet the objection 
of the United States that previous Brit- 
ish notes had dealt only with speciai 
cases of seizures and detentions of ships 
and cargoes under conditions that 
seemed to justify the British action, 
failing to answer the American conten- 
tions that the whole process of interfer- 
ence with neutral commerce was in vio- 
lation of international law. After ‘it 
had been dispatched to Washington new 
conditions arose that led the British 
Government to amplify itg argument. 


Neches Case Brought Up, 


One of these new conditions was 2 
strong protest by the State Department 
against seizure of the American ship 
Neches, bound from Rotterdam for New 
York, with a cargo of Belgian and Gagy- 
man goods. British action previously 
had been confined principally to holding 
up cargoes from America ostensibly 
bound for néutral countries, but alleged 
by the British’ to be actually destined 
for Germany or Austria. The Neches 
case made necessary a defense of the al- 
lies’ right to cut off Germany’s export 
trade to neutral countries, and the 
financial benefit to be derived from that 
business. 

The second note of the series deals 
with this issue and it is understood 
that it sets up the contention that 
an actual blockade of the North Sea 
ports exists and that regardless of 
the British orders in Council there 
is an inherent right in the blockad- 
ing powers under international law 
to suppress traffic of this. kind. 
While the controversy is proceeding, 
unofficial efforts are being made to 
release goods now awaiting export 
at Rotterdam by proving Belgian 
origin and American ownership. 

The last note of the series is a 
reply to the American caveat of July 
17, saying the United States would 
be governed only by the process of 
international law in dealing with 
cases of detentions of American ships 
and goods, and would not recognize 
the orders in Council. 

Spirit of Law Plea. 


The British foreign office holds 
that the orders in Council comply 
with the spirit of international law, 
although they make a new applica- 
tion of these principles to suit the 
new condition developed in the war. 

British prize court proceedings, 
wherein the magistrates. have as- 
sumed that the orders in Council 
were in conformity with international] 
law, provoked the American commu- 
nication. The British contend that 
where international issues were pend- 
ing before the United States courts 
that fact has been recognized by the 
London Government as a reason for 
deferring diplomatic protests, It. is 
hela that the United States Govern- 
ment cannot assume that its mer- 
chants have suffered permanent in- 
jury since there always is in reserve 
the right of diplomatic review of 
prise court decisions and even of 
arbitration under the special arbi- 
tration treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain recently 
perfected.

PARIS, Aug. 3~—The Belgian Govern- 
ment has published a second gray book 
containing various documents relating tv 
the war, notably a communication from 
Baron Guillaume, Belgian Minister tv

to have been found in the state archives

Declaring His Innocence.

‘GIVING MY LIFE FOR YOU’ 


“Let Those Who Love Me For- 
give and Those Who Ha‘e Me 
Have Charity,”’ He Wrote. 


CAIRO, Ill, Aug. 3— “I am giving 
my life for you,’’ wrote the Rev. A. P. 
Garrett, who until recently was pastor 
of the Cairo Baptist Church, in a letter 
addressed ‘“‘To the People of Cairo,” 
which was discovered after he was 
found dying, last night, in the basement 
of the church. He had shot himself in 
the head and died soon after church 
officials, who had received notes from 
him indicating that he planned suicide, 
reached the church. 

One of these notes was delivered to 
Dr. J. W. Dunn. In it Garrett wrote: 

*“‘My mind is almust gone. If I should 
wait another day the thread would 
snap.’’ 

With another official of the church, 
Dr. Dunn hurried to the church and 
made a hasty examination of the audi- 
torium. As they were going away they 
noticed a light in the furnace room and 
there they found the minister lying 
upon his back. In his hand was the 
revolver. His heart was still beating 
but he was unconscious and died in a 
few minutes. 


Gossip About Conduct. 
Garrett waa 38 years cld, unmarricd 


and a native of North Carolina. His 
parents live in Hillsboro in that Sta‘e. 
After wraduation from the University 
of Chicago he went ‘to Green Bay, 
Wis., coming from that place to Cairo.

Saturday morning Garrett was called 
before an officer of the church, given 
the amount due him and, it is said, 
esked to leave town. He departed for 
St. Louis at :o00n. In his resignation 
Garrett had ramed Sept. 1 as the date 
on which it would take «ffect. He had 
had correspordence with a St. Louis 
church and it is said that stories from 
Cairo caused this church to refuse him 
the pastorate, 

Garrett returned from St. Louis 
last night and went in a cab direct 
from the station to the church. Ar- 
riving there he gave the driver a pack- 
age of letters to be delivered, one of 
which was the note addressed to Dr. 
Dunn. The communication had _ been 
written with a pencil, .apparently when 
he was aboard the train, and included 
his will. 

‘“] Am Innocent.” 

The letter addressed “To the People of 

liro” reads as follows: ~ 
' “The dearest possession of every man } 
is his life. My life is no less dear to 
me than it is to all men. I am willing 
to give up that which is dearest to all 
buman kind to vindicate the people 
who haye defended me. 

“T have many faults, but I am in- 
mocent of every charge brought against. 
me; Circumstances have seemed to 
wind themselves about me and to con- 
spire to convict me. But my last state- 
ment to you is that I am innocent of 
each and every charge brought against 
me in so far as it implies wrong either 
in act or word. 

“I beg the people of the Cairo Bap- 
tist Church to stand together. I am 
‘giving my life for you. Please work 
for the good of the church and the 
gaivation of men and women. I wish 
I had a thousand lives to give for 
you, I would gladly give them all 
Will you believe me? I seal my plea 
with my blood.

in the shape of a definite program at 
the second day's business session of the 
National German-American Alliance of 
the United States.

would occupy a prominent part of the 
convention, which is to conclude Satur 
day. 

The report Saturday of Adoiph Timm 
of Philadelphia, recommending that pro- 
hibition be opposed was adopted yester- 
day, and steps were taken by some of 
the 650 delegates to formulate a plan of 
action. It was indicated that the alli- 
ance was not opposed to prohibition in 
itself, but that the methods of gaining 
it. were, pat, likely to stamp out the 
drink-habit. Education, it was contend- 
ed, was a better means of moderating 
the consumption of liquor. 

Perpetuation of German Ideals. 

Perpetuation of German ideals by 
Germans who had become naturalised 
Americans was advocated last night in 
an address by Dr, Hexamer, who aéd- 
monished the delegates that their first 
duty was to their adopted country, but 
at the same time to preserve ideals of 
the Fatherland and transmit them to 
their children. 

At a banquet last night, Dr. Hexamer, 
speaking of the alliance and its activi- 
ties, said that while the war lasted it 
was not to be expected that the Ger- 
man-American position fully would be 
appreciated, 

“I do not want to be prophetic,” he 
added, “but I believe you can take this 
message from here, that the future will 
prove us right, The time will come that 
the American, even the boldest Anglo- 
American, will admit that the German-

tral American citizens. They will then 
praise us as much as fellow citizens as 
we are now being condemned bv a.

11) is operated by an American, Prin- 
cess San Faustino (who was Miss Jane 
Campbell of New York).

Soup Kitchen de Luxe. 

The kitchen itself is a clean, white, 
cheery room in a very poor district of 
Rome. It does not resemble an institu- 
tion or a charity enterprise in the least. 
The room is vaulted, pillared, white- 
washed and flag droped. The tables are 
set artistically, if you please. Nothing 
ornate—merely a deft arrangement of 
linen, plate, utensils, glass and flow- 
ers. One can imagine one’s self sitting 
down to food with the greatest pleasure. 

At one end of the room is a huge 
and very modern stove, and other cook- 
ing arrangements. The kitchen is di- 
vided off by tables from the dining 
room, and the food ready to serve is 
placed on these tables. 

Nuns have charge of the cooking, 
and, of course, their services are do- 
nated. Princesa Jane does the purchas- 


o’clock to supervise the cooking and 
arrangement of tables. With her come 
a group of volunteer helpers, who wait 
at table. Best of all, there is a group 
of young men and women of Rome, in.- 
oluding the exquisitely beautiful daugh- 
ter of the Princess, and they make the 
atmosphere positively jovial. Nothing 
of patronage or institutionalism about 
this kitchen. The merriest sort of 
friendliness and mutual aid. 

Ticket System, 

At 11:30 the poor people arrive. Not 
only families of soldiers, but all who 
are in need. They present a ticket ar 
the door, which they have either 
bought for 10 centimes (2 cents) or have 
been given. If they have two or more 
tickets they get two or more portions. 
These tickets are sold in booklets to 
rich people at a little more than 2 
cents apiece, and it is expected that 
those who buy should distribute to 
those in want. 

The tickets are given instead of 
money to the innumerable beggars on 
the street. They are likewise distrib 
uted by the parish priests and the po- 
lice of a given distritt to the poor of 
that district who are known by them to 
be in need. 

This system of making the police 
guardians of the poor in other than a 
punitive sense I find admirable. They 
are the natural agents for distribution. 
and to receive from them direct as 
agents of the state has nothing of hu- 
millation about it, and much of digc- 
nity and civic right. 

One ticket buys a steaming plate of 
rice soup and a chunk of bread. Two 
tickets buy two portions of the same or 
else a generous portion of vegetabits 
compot—a mixture of potatoes, rice, car- 
rots, etc., which looked delicious. The 
menu is changed from day to day.

consulted with regard to war. But they 
were not. And I feel certain that hai 
the citizens «male and female) of any 
country now at war been asked whether 
or not that country should go to war 
the answer in every case would have 
been an overwhelming ‘“‘No!"’ Instead. 
we have certain interested people going 
round, “preparing demonstrations” (I 
am told that a demonstration is being 
prepared here in Rome against the Pop3; 
for his very sane utterances on this 
war question), and then declaring that 
those demonstrations, which are infec- 
tious, mind you, represent popular en- 
thusiasm and indorsement. No; indorse- 
ment that is not a referendum is no 
indorsement at all as far as I am con- 
cerned. 

Nevertheless, we do deserve what we 
get—even this horror of war Wwe da- 
serve—for as yet we have no means of 


ble for the sort of government we live 
under, and we should command such 
means. To do business without them 
argues as much, a slothful and ignoble 
development of our national conscious- 
ness, as did the existence of laws pro- 
viding for the flogging of lunatics, or 
slavery, or the exploiting of children 
in factories of 14, 16, 18 hours a day. 
But let us go back to the kitchen. 


Carry Their Meals Home. 


Many of these pleasant faced Italian 
women bring great bowls done up in 
handkerchiefs and little dishes along 
with them. They present three or four 
tickets, receive their portions and 
carry them home for the family lunch- 
eon. An excellent idea. They have a 
morning minus at least the labor of 
preparing food for midday, an after- 
noon free from cleaning up, a walk, a 
chat, social interchange and a good 
meal. 

There came to the tables old men, 
bent and weary, for whom so sociable 
a function must have been a treat after 
many a dreary meal in solitude on 
benches or doorsteps; pious old ladivs 
came and, better still, wicked old 
ladies with a comprehending eye; 
urchins from the street, who bolted 
everything they could find and who 
made a mess of the tablecloth; many 
girls and their beaux, and girls who 
wanted beaux and who probably 
thought all morning in their dreary 
workrooms around the corner of the 
excitement of a rendezvous; tired 
mothers with children tagging along, 
a soldier or two, all swarmed into the 
dingy little street, with its whitewashed 
oasis of good cheer. The genius of the 
occasion was the chauffeur of Princess 
Jane, who took off his coat, turned 
up his sleeves and presided over the 
giant soup bowl. He had a word for 
everybody, of help here, of jest there, 
of comfort and understanding—a real 
gentleman. 

Now I think I must tell you more of 
the other committees. 


What Other Committees Do, 

A third division of the committee for 
social assistance is that which has 
charge of public dormitories—the name 
explains itself and its function. A fourth 
division is appointed to superintend and 
provide for the needs of soldiers pass- 
ing through Rome en route to the front. 
Members of the committee meet the in- 
coming military trains and supply the 
soldiers with writing. materials, post- 
cards, chocolate, medicines, information, 
news and any creature or spiritual com- 
forts they may need. They also take 
charge of any soldier who may be ill or 
temporarily disabled. The third of the 
subcommittees is the sanitary commit- 
tee, whose chairman is Count Rasponi, 
a member of Parliament. The duty of 
this committee is to care for the con- 
valescent wounded soldiers and complete 
or follow up the work of the Red Cross 
The fourth subcommittee, of which 
Senator Wollemborn is chairman, is the 
Financial Committee to which I have re- 
ferred above. 

Then comes subcommittee 5, whose 
duties I have also mentioned. This 
committee provides the subsidies for the 
families of soldiers. The chairman is 
Senator Solarno. 


Wages Doubled. 


No. 6 is the Ladies’ Committee, of 
which Countess Spalletti, Italy’s most 
famous suffragist, is head. The duties 
of this committee consist in supervising 
the needs, troubles and circumstances of 
the “girls who are left .behind”’ and 
rendering whatever assistance may be 
necessary. 

Their chief work at present is the 
establishment of workrooms through- 
out Rome, where the wives and chil- 
drer. of soldiers may come to receive 
work, for which they are paid just dou- 
bie the ordinary wage. There was, of 
course, a great outcry on the part of 
the manufacturers and employers of 
sweated women against this wage in- 
crease. But the women stuck to their 
point and won, and, what is more, they 
tell us they are going to insist upon the 
same higher wages after the war. 

The work is marvelously well organ- 
ized. The central headquarters are in 
the ancient and magnificent Palazzo 
Doria, donated by Princess Doria for 
the purpose. These old palaces in Rome 
are so enormous that the owner may 
easily set apart 20 rooms without being 
in the least inconvenienced or even 
aware of the fact that his home is in- 
vaded. 


Factories in Palaces, 


It is a curious sight to see a waiting 
room for all sorts and conditions of 
people, lined. with mirrors in priceless 
frames, with tapestries of the sixteenth 
century, with paintings and carpets and 
frescoed ceilings of a splendor inde- 
scribable. One sits on upholstered 
chairs of centuries gone by and waitz 
for thé lady with the businesslike eye, 
seated at a table littered with docu- 
ments, who is speaking at the tele- 
phone--an anomaly indeed amidst the 
beauties of the Renaissance. 

Afterward one is ushered into an ante- 
chamber, which we should call a ball- 
room, from its size and decorations, 
and there one finds innumerable cut- 
ters at work shaping yards of cloth 
into hundreds of thousands of gar- 
ments. These men are paid the regular

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CLUB MANAGERIN 
ROW OVER DRINK 


Another Man Shot in Thigh by 
Frank Warth of Seventh Ward 
Demotratic Organization. 


Michael Wagner, 23 years old, whose 
Address is not known to the police. was 
i slled by a bullet through the heart, and 
William Erhardt, 32, of 2619 Cherokee 
street, was wounded in the right thigh, 
when they attempted, at 11 o’clock last 
to get into the Seventh Ward 
*emocratic Club, $810 South Seventh 
street, against the wish of ,Frank 
‘'Skinny”’) Warth,; the club manager. 

Warth, who is a prisoner, admits 
shooting both men, but says they at- 
tacked him. Clarence Wills of 738 South 
Seventh street, who was with Wagner 
and Erhardt, and Erhardt teil a differ- 
ent story. A fourth companion, John 
‘Thompson, a chauffeur, has not been 
found by the police. 

On their first visit to the club, Warth 
told them he could not serve them 
drinks, as they were not members, but 
he went to a saloon and bought drinks 
for them. He left them and they re- 
turned to the club and vounded on the 
back door. 

.Warth called to them that he did not 
use the back door on week days and 
they went to the front coor. He ad- 
mitted them, but refused to serve them 
drinks and a dispute was followed by 
the shooting. .Warth vays the men 
threatened him and Erhardt says Warth 
told them to “beat it,’’ and that they 
were leaving when he fired, killing Wag- 


ner and wounding Erhardt.

the garments into shirts, cravattes, etc. 

The women call for the work twice 
a week—on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
They return in a week’s time with the 
garments ready made. They are paid 40 
centimes (9 cents) a shirt (the commer- 
cial price is 20 centimes) and 4 centimes 
(less than 1 cent) a cravat (the com- 
mercial price is 2 centimes—less than 
a half cent. The work is sterilized, 
made up in bundles and sent to the War 
Department for inspection. That whick 
is up to standard is paid for; that 
which is below, rejected. The women 
are paid in any case, but their short- 
comings are pointed out to them. Con- 
sequently the standard of work steadily 
improves, and very little is now reject- 
ed by the War Department. The loss 
is slight. 


Workers Exuceed the Demand. 

To begin operations this committee 
borrowed 10,000 lire ($2000) from the Cen- 
tral Committee. What else they needea 
was made up by private subscriptions. 
They expect to pay back to the Central 
Committee within the next few weeks. 
The running expenses are not much. The 
help is voluntary, the headquarters do- 
noted and the raw material supplied by 
the State. The demand, however, is 
greater than the supply. They are 


! 


obliged to limit the amount of material 
that is given to each. These wives and 
mothers, strivihg to keep the home to- 
gether, work so hard and so fast that 
it is impossible to provide for them. 
They clamor for more work to do, anil 
there is none. The most that they are 
abls to earn is 8 lire (about $1.60) a week. 
And it is not enough. Later the com- 
mitee hopes to provide more. 

It is tragic to see these patient, plead- 

ing faces asking merely for the oppor- 
tunity to live with their dear ones 
around them. Many are not able to 
manage, and every day despairing moth- 
ers arrive at the homes for soldiers’ 
children and deliver up their babies. 
Then wander away, hoping always to 
come ‘back, longing only for a place of 
warmth and shelter, where they may 
hush the little one to sleep. Sometimes, 
poor things, they never return. The 
struggle has been too great and they go 
under. 
This is part of. what war means to 
women. Think of it! Not only the sick- 
ening fear always tearing at your heart, 
but the whole burden of the family sup- 
port to bear alone, work, worry, strain 
and grief. 


The Women of the Future. 

I heard someone say the other day 
—it was a gentleman known to us in 
America—Count Boni de Castellane: 
“The hideousness of waiting behind, be- 
ing ready to service, longing to serve, 
and not being called. I don’t think 
anything in life is worse than that— 
to wait and to be left behind.’’ I sa‘a 
to him: “Do you ever think that wom- 
en do nothing else? This strain that 
you find intolerable for a few months 
is theirs always and has been through 
the centuries.’ ‘‘Yes,” he said, ‘“‘but 
that is their life, and they have other 
things to interest them.” Well, it may 
have been the life of thd women of 
the past, but if I know anything about 
the women of the future (and I think I] 
do, for I have’ looked into my own 
heart), to wait nd suffer will not be 
the life they are content with. To un- 
fold one’s capacities, to serve, to know 
life, to be free, to be joyous, to partici- 
pate in the shaping and beautifying of 
the life around us—to be up and do- 
ing in a stirring world—that is the de- 
mand of the women of the future. God 
bless us! 

But for these war-stricken mothers of 
Europe no such hope is possible, though 
I see here and there glimmers of a re- 
bellion born in anguish that sets my 
blood on fire. The destinies of the na- 
tions after the war lie with the women: 
the males will emerge from the war de 
graded in stock, poorer in physique, 
duller in intelligence, weaker in will 
tian they went in. Fortunately, the 
source of a rage is in its mothers. And 
it remains with the mothers of the fu- 
ture to repair the ravages of war. 
Taey must, therefore, be traine. 
wisdom, health, beauty and infinite 
simpathy, capable of the noblest iueals 
and the most effective action. 

Woman's hour has struck. And all 
mankind should rejoice. In this darx 
hour of trouble and despair she has a 
message of hope, of peace, of healing, 
of reconstruction and of joy.

<= IVERDUN FORTRESS 
ARRANGED LIKE AN 
UNDERGROUND CITY 


French Stronghold Probably 
Could Withstand Siege 
of Years. 


By Associated Press. 

VERDUN, Auge. 3.—The Germans 
hammering at Verdun, the fortress 
on which the drive of a year ago 
went to pieces like a wave on a rock, 
probably could continue for years 
and years without making aa slight- 
est impression. 

The underground life with which 
the trench combats of this war have 
familiarized the world and to which 
the modern soldiers already accus- 
tomed here, has reached its climax 
in an immense underground city pre- 
pared for the defenders of the key 
to Northern France. 

Miles ‘upon miles of streets, alleys 
and public squares, chambers stocked 
with wine, flour and tinned meats, 
lodgings, recreation rooms, a bakery 
equipped to make bread for 50,000 
men, heat, light and telephones, like 
a modern apartment houge, have been 
constructed between the smiling, un- 
revealing surface of the meadows of 
the valley of the Meuse surrounding 
Frnace’s barrier which has been 
placed in the path of whoever attacks 


from Metz. 
On the level of the old moats of the 


ancient fortress, 75 feet below the sum- 
mit, the galleries begin. There are no 
ovidences in the most perféct military 
rreparations that already have been 
completed of any lack of ammunition 
necessary to stand an old-fashioned 
siege. Here also the staff is quartered 
and an entire army corps can easily be 
accommodated under ground with every- 
thing necessary for its livelihood for 
months. 

The last flerce bombardment by the 
German long-range guns was a marked 
effort. The stronghold Was not even 
scarred. Nor are the Germans so near 
as one has an idea. ‘The correspondent 
this morning visited the trenches facing 
tre most advanced lines, 10 miles out 
beyond Cumiere near Champneuville, 
situated at the bend of the Meuse. The 
spirit of determination and the serene 
confidence of the men are inconceiv- 
able to those who have not seen them, 
The anniversary of the commencemen: 
of the war was everywhere celebrated 
by the men.

NIGHT AIR SOS re 
WATCH LIGHTS IN 
NOUSES OF PARIS 


Not Only Must They Warn Care- 
less Residents, but Be on Look- 
out for Signals to Enemy. 


Correspondence of Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 10.—Night scouts of the 


aviation corps draw many spectators to 
che heights of Montmartre, who linger 
there to a late hour watching them dart 
across the sky of Paris like giant fire- 
flies. Among these are men who watch 
the lights of the town instead of the 
lights of the sky, and who can be seen 
carefully inspecting housetops and man- 
sards with field glasses. They are de- 
tectives looking out for night signals. 
Eivery light where there should be no 
light is promptly run down, In hun- 
dreds of cases it has turned out that 
the rule against lights visible from the 
exterior has infringed through 
heedlessness or ignorance. Five cases

Suspicious lights have been 
discovered thus far, and their authors 


arrested and properly dealt with. 

This is only one of the responsibil- 
ities devolving upon the police during 
the war in addition to the maintenance 
of order and the chase of ordinary crim- 
inals. They must turn out the street 
gas lamps and warn the inhabitants 
when the approach of German aero- 
planes or Zeppelins is announced, oc- 
caslonally being obliged to climb four or 
five flights of stairs in order to re- 
monstrate with some tenant who is un- 


windows into the streets. 

A considerable number of the “plain 
clothes men” are detailed to watch 
everywhere for people spreading exag- 
gerated and harmful reports regarding 
military operations. It is dangerous to 
be too pessimistic in public. Tne man 
who is talking never knows whether the 
person seated beside him in the tram 
car, the subway, or the cafe, is the 
civilian he appears to be, or a secret 
service man.

Those 
who were neither banished or sent to 
the front seem to have been succeeded 
by a younger, but quite as promising 
aeneration of night prowlers. Frequent 
pitched battles with knives and re- 
volvers In the quarters of Montmartre 
most frequented by this class have made 
it necessary for the police to take spe- 
cial measures and many raids have been 
made upon susricicus resorts.

Court yesterday afternoon, in con- 
formity with an order of Judge Pol- 
lock of Karsas City, who refused to 
appoint a receiver for the lodge be- 
cause there was evidence that policy 
holders did nut favor winding up the 
affairs of the body. 

A receiver was asked by W. A, Dill 
and others, June 7. Dill alleged that 
the order was insolvent and unable 
to pay overdue death losses. These 
losses totaled $500,000 and there was 
but $371,000 to meet them, his peti- 
tion said, together with bonds which 
had been pledged with the National 
Bank of Commerce for $75,000. 

At the hearing it developed that 
many of the policy holders were men 
of mature vears, and that the ap- 
pointment of a receiver for the or- 
der would mean depriving them of 
any insurance protection, as they 
were too old to gain admittance to 
other insurance companies. Attorney 
F. H. Bacon told the court that the 
policy holders were largely in favor 
of an increased assessment to pre- 
serve their insurance. 

The report states that the order 
proposes a 25 per cent increase in the 
monthly premium assessments, which 
is approved by the policy holders. 
A referendum was taken by post 
card, the report says, and of 3432 
answers received, but 133 members 
favor a receivership. There are 15,- 
000 members, and others are expected 
to be heard from. 

On this showing Attorney Bacon 
will ask a dismissal of the receiver- 
ship petition.

BARON KILLED IN 
TRYING TO RECOVER 
HIS CHILDREN 


Son-in-Law of Noted Former 
Foreign Minister of Brazil Had 
Been Divorced by Wife, 


RIO JANEIRO, Aug. 3.—Baron Alle- 
mand Werther, son-in-law of the late 
Baron de Rio Branco, Brazil’s famous 
Foreign Minister, was killed last night 
while trying to gain possession of his 
children, who have been living with his 
former wife, who obtained a divorce 
from him. 

The divorce trial of Baroness Wer- 
ther, which began in Septembe, 1913 
resulted in sensational disclosures. “he 
Baroness declared that her husband 
seized important diplomatic documents 
belonging to the Ministry of Foreiz: 
Affairs of Brazil, and threatened her 
with death when she protested. Baron 
Werther, she asserted, had frequent in- 
terviews with Herr Michahelles, then 
German Minister to Brazil. She -aid 
also that her husband communicated to 
the Krupps and other German firms 
documents referring to the defenses 2! 
Brazil. 

About a vear before the divorce pro- 
ceedings were instituted Baron Wer.- 
ther was shot three tirses by his 
nephew, Senhor Alcides Paranhoe Sil- 
va, but his wounds were not serious. 
The shooting took place at the Baron’s 
home in Petropolis. Senhor Silva de- 
clared he mistook his uncle for a bur- 
glar. 


WAR DUE TO INSENSATE PRIDE, 
SAYS GUGLIELMO FERRERO

Italian Historian Declares That Upon 
Kaiser and Generals Will Rest 
“Unplacable Execration.” 

ROME, Aue. 3.—Guglielmo Ferrero, 
the Italian historian, reviewing in the 
Secolo the first year of the war, said 
it was ‘‘the greatest trugedy ever ex- 
perienced by one generation.’’ He at- 
tributes it t» “‘insensate pride, helped 
by the weakness of governments, by 
the powerlessness of parties, by the 
lightness of public opinion and by the 
futuity of the intellectual classes.”’ 

“On the council of Generals, which, 
presided over by Emperor William, de- 
creed at Potsdam a universal war on 
the evening vf July 29," he wrote, ‘will 
rest implacable execration throughout 
the centuries end condemnation in his- 
tory. Those who, within an hour, took 
the most inhumane decision recorded :n 
history, were able to do so because in 
the mind of the public the sense of pro- 
portion had been exaggerated."’ 

Signor Ferrero said that after the 
catastrophe it would be impossible :o 
reconstruct a new order unless “our 
generation adopts virtues se far neglect- 
ed, namely, those of humility, firm- 
ness, simplicity and a reasonable judx- 
nient of life and things.”’

sewage of Chicago drains, against the danger of 
which to health, St. Louis made so strong, but 
unsuccessful a fight in its suit against Chicago 
‘The method of clarification and purification is the 
same system that has been used by the city of St. 
Louis for the last 10 years. Analysis of the water 
sas it is pumped into the mains is made daily. 
[Bacteriological tests of the water are made at 
least once each week in the laboratory of a lead-

THE MEXICAN CONFERENCE. 

By calling representatives of South and Central 
American Governments into conference on the 
Mexican situation the President cleanses our 
bands of any taint of selfish interest in dealing 
with our distracted neighbor.

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AUTOS IN YELLOWSTONE PARE. 
The*’admission Monday of automobiles to Yel- 
lowstone Park, signalized by the entrance through 
the western gate of 1000 touring cars in a proces- 
sion headed by Col. Cody, may destroy some 
illusions, but will add impetus to the See-America 
movement. 

Heretofore the standard conveyance in the park 
jolting stagecoach 
drawn by four or six horses of the plug type for- 
merly used by street cars, and the Ss&tandard 
length of a visit has been six: days, though the 
circuit could be made in five by leaving out some 


The old traditions of roughing it were preserved 


even for those who availed themselves of the ac- 
commodations of the well-appointed hotels main- 
tained at various points by railroads and others 
The most popular facilities, however, have been 
supplied by several service companies which con- 
tracted for the visitor’s wants and fed him in 
the canvas-roofed dining halls and lodged him in 
the tents of permanent camps pitched at pictur- 
esque points. 

When it is realized that the park is 62 miles 
long and 54 wide, it can be appreciated how tire- 
some horse transport became after the first day 
or two. Motor vehicles have long been resisted by 
the companies which have large investments in 
rigs and horse flesh, but having been once intro- 
duced they will supersede all other forms of con- 
veyance. 

The echoing bleat of the auto horn in solemn 
canons and among the majestic peaks will be 
disquieting to some. But motor cars will permit 
those whose stay is limited to see more of the 
wonders of the region and, better still, by reduc- 
ing time between the widely separated stopping 
places, will enable features of interest to be ob- 
‘served with greater deliberation. Visitors will be 
spared the sight of panting horses toiling up 
steeps in rarified atmosphere. And the improve- 
ment comes just when the park is having the 
greatest year in all its history. The companies’ 
1000 rigs are in constant use. Visitors who will 
return home to spread the See-America propa 
ganda while we are cut off from Europe some- 
times numbers 56000 or 6000 a day at present. 
After all, the best way of seeing the park {fs that 
of the “sagebrushers,” as they are contemptuous- 
ly called by service company employes. The 
“sagebrusher”’ comes in his own covered wagon,

‘with his own provisions, to cut down Yellowstone 
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night overtakes him. 

Some, having established headquarters, continus 
their circuit on foot, absorbing health in the 
mountain air along with awe at the miracles of 
nature. 
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AUSTRIA’S ILLOGICAL PROTEST. 

The Austrian note protesting against the sale 
by American manufacturers of munitions of war 
to the allies might as consistently have protested 
against the sale of all American products to the 
allies. 

During 11 months of the last fiscal year the 
Treasury reports show that there was an in- 
crease Of $24,000,000 in American exports of 
munitions of war, against an increase of $30,- 
000,000 in exports of flour and an increase of 
$488,310,000 in exports of crude and prepared 
foodstuffs. Everything that the Austrian Govern- 
ment says in respect to the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war applies with greater force to the 
production.of foodstuffs, to say nothing of other 
materials sold to the allies. If American manu- 
facturers are enlarging their plants in order 
to make guns and ammunition for the allies, 
American farmers are increasing their acreage 
in order to sell foodstuffs to the allies. 

“An army moves on its belly,” as Napoleon 
remarked, and food is quite as essential as am- 
munition. Of the two the allies need American 
food much more than they need American am- 
munition. Are we to declare an embargo against 
the exportation of foodstuffs whenever one bel- 
ligerent is cut off from the market and another 
belligerent has free and uninterrupted access? 

The Austrian note is false logic, false interna- 
tional law and false neutrality. The doctrine it 
lays down, if strictly applied, would paralyze all 
American export trade. We should not be able 
to traffic with Great Britain or France or Italy 
or Russia because all such traffic contributes to 
their military efficiency and works to the cor- 
responding disadvantage of Germany and Aus- 
tria, which are bottltd up by the sea power of 
the allies. Vienna might as well ask the people 
of the United States to suspend all their foreign 
trade and commerce while the Teutonic alliance 
is engaged in war. | 

The Austrian note is not a demand for neu- 
trality on the part of the United States. It is 
a demand that the United States shall depart from 
the tradition and practices of international law 
and assist Germany and Austria by depriving the 
raNies of the natural advaritages of superior sea 
power. The argument of the note is so specious 


put forth in good faith. 
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Ex-President Taft heads the League to En- 
force Peace.

Some New 
Recipes 


Baked Ham—Cover your ham with 
cold water and simmer gently just long 
enough to loosen the skin so that it -an 
be pulled off. This will probably be 
from two to three hours. When skinned, 
Pp in a dripping pan in the oven, pour 
over a teacup of vinegar and one of hot 
water, in which dissolve a teaspoon of 
mustard. Bake slowly, basting with the 
liquid, for two hours. Then cover the 
ham all over to the depth of one inch 
with coarse brown sugar, press it down 
firmly, and do not baste again until the 
sugar has formed a thick crust, which it 
will soon do in a slow oven. Let it re- 
main a full hour in the oven after cover- 
ing with tha sugar until it becomes 
8 rich golden brown. When done, drain 
from the liquor in the pan and put on 
dish to cool. When cool, not cold, press 
by turning another flat dish on top with 
a weight over it. It is fine and slices 
nicely because of the pressing. 


Banana Sandwiches—Remove_ the 
skin and fibers from 4 bananas, cut 
them in quarters and force quickly 
through a ricer, mix with the pulp and 
juice of % lemon, a dash of salt and 
nutmeg and set it away to become very 
cold while vou prepare the bread. This 
should be cut in very thin slices freed 
f:2m crust and trimmed into any pre- 
pared shape. Slightly sweetén some 
thick cream and add a speck of salt; 
spread the bread with a thin layer of 
the cream then with the benana pulp. 
Put tcgethor and wrap each in waxed 
paper, twist the ends and keep very 
cool until serving time.
